In a petition in court protesting against a 
heavy bond the old warrior of wordy battle- 
fields admitted he was a poor man, “ with- 
out money and without property except the 
right, title, and interest which he has in the 
District of Lake Michigan.” . 

Lastly, the Captain declared that hereafter 
he was going to depend on the courts to se-

he did not force the subject of it to step from 


an audience. 

The chance to wreck the iNusion was given 
by an unlimited amount of enthusiasm at 
the end of the second act, when the audience 
beheld rain-drenched Deacon Perkins bela- 
boring the balky horse he bought of David 
Harum. The theater oceupants had séen 
the bargain grow and mature, and the 
climax tickled them immensely. They 


wanted to hear from the stage David. But 


Mr. Crane would not ‘heed their insistent 
demands. Finally he sent out his e 
manager, Mr. De Vere, and through him 
stated that he did not.think it fitéing that 
he should spoil the realism which. he hoped 


attached to the rt by coming before the 
curtain in the makeup of the part, muchas 
he was delighted by the courtesy of the call. 
The view of the case was appreciated, and 


the second-hand speech was applauded. 


Mr. Crane kept to the spirit of his opinion by 


acknowledging the Mfting of the curtain aft- 


er the different acts by tableau bits. He 
Was smoking a cigar at the end of both the 


first and second acts, and he merely changed 
poses and smoked the harder. 
It may appear from these happenings that 


a dicker in horsefiesh and a large quantity 
of David Harum pictorialized was all that 


there was to the little play. The case, in 
fact, was far different.. David: Harum of 
the theater was, if anything, more enter- 
taining than David Harum of book print, 


and he was set into a story which strained 


likelihood only about’ in the degree of the 
novel and appealed to the sensibilities In 
much greater measure. The play was epi- 
sodic, of course, but each of the incidents 
had the quality either of fun outright or of 
fun tempered harmoniously with some deep- 
er feeling—and not obnoxiously tempered— 
while they were linked together with con- 
siderable ‘of skill. The chief of the ele- 
ments which made the play coherent, how- 
ever, was the materialized David Harum. 
As Mr. Crane portrayed David he was an 
engaging mixture of kindliness, eccentricity, 
and shrewdness, As far as the acting went, 
the different moods and peculiarities were 
nicely contrasted, but the acting did not 
have to go far. The fit between the réle 
and the player precluded that necessity. 
Mr. Crane at the beginning of his associa- 
tion with David Harum, a year and a half 
ago, undoubtedly found his own personality 
and that of the fictional part were easy to 
mate. The time since has made the union 
still closer, Even the actor’s mannerisms 


_ Were turned last night to uses so natural 
that they helped him to vivify the role. 


David Harum has come to him in the late 
period of his career, but one fancies the part 
will be named with him as one of his most 
enduring achievements. 

The piece never will be listed with other 
plays, for it contains no abused, sorrowing 
heroine. The almost unknown adapters of 
the play began quite properly by centering 
aH their characters at Homeville. Their 
hardest work was to get that heroine there. 
They ended by tranforming her tnto a school 


teacher in an adjacent village and by having. 


her the ward of General.Wolsey, the man 
who befriended John Lenox and secured 
him the post of cashier in David Harum’s 
bank. When Lenox went from New York 
she left her guardian, and, like him, started 
out to make her own way. 

So it happened that when Lenox came out 
of the bank in the first act he met Mary 
Blake face to face. The crudity of the 
device of the playwrights seemed to take 
the breath of the first-nighters away for a 
minute, but they became reconciled as soon 
as David Harum entered upon the scene. 


The love narrative, too. proceeded unob- | 


trusively after its abrupt entrance, though 
it never took on decided color. David was 
laden down with ropes and straps, and he 
told how he had conquered.the balky bay 
horse. 
Then he sent his staWleman, Dick, to fetch 
Deacon Perkins behind the same horse, 
telling him how to handle the animal. The 
deacon arrived and bought the horse. The 
rest of the act was devoted to David's med- 
dling with the affairs of John Lenox and 
Mary Blake. He was as curious as a child 
in ferreting out his cashier's secret, and 
thereafter he was his willing ally. The 
guardian arrived to take Mary away, but 
David interfered successfully. There were 
intervals when i seemé@d that the one char- 


acter rule would become wearisome, : but 


brightness somehow always arrived when 
dullness seemed due. Still, Mr. Crane needed 
all his’ ability as a comedian when he was 
on the stage, and the play showed need of 
him badly when he was off. 

Variety was given the second act chiefly 
by its climax. The window shade in David's

lifted while a storm was at its height, and 


the deacon was seen standing in his buggy 


behind his immovable steed. . 


The third act witnessed the restoration of 


the Widow Cullum’s mortgage. The scene

ence at the Knickerbocket Theater tonight. It 


is almost superfluous to add that the night 
was one of festa] gayety albeit the play per- 
formed was not one to invite a joyous mood. 
But the somber character of the drama was 
not potent to quell the feelings of pleasure 
awakened by the local stage of the admirable 
actors of the Lyceum of London, ner to dull 
the happiness aroused by the contemplation 
of their eloquent art. 

It is eighteen years since Sir Henry and 


Miss Terry made themsélves known to New | 
York theatergoers, and today the theater-_ 


goer in New York looks on Sir Henry Irving 
as an old and tried friend and benefactor, 
while of Miss Terry he finds the aptest ex- 


-| pression of his thought in the familiar words, 


“Age cannot wither her, nor custom stale 
her infinite variety.” 
* King Charles I.’’ naturally takes a royal-. 
ist view of the unfortunate monarch, for 
no other would lend itself to theatric treat- 
ment with any possibility of enlisting pub- 
lic sympathy. The King and his consort 
are made subjects of deep commiseration, 
and their profound attachment to each other 
—which is historicul—is shown in strong 
colors. The climax of the drama ts reached 
in the farewell of the Queen to her doomed 
husband, a scene which brings to the stage 
an episede of most touching pathos, and 
which gives to Miss Terry scope for the 


revelation of her loveliest powers. 


But Sir Henry is not denied opportunity 
to show the color of his art, for the scene 


before the tem in the third act is one in 
which a skilled ector cannot fail to touch 


the sensibilities ofa refined audience, unless, 
indeed, his physical powers be in a state 
of complete collapse. Sir Henry Irving has 


suffered a@ series of misfortunes enough to 


reduce a lesser man toa condftion of pathetic 
dependence upon public sufferance, but he 
is in need of no such factitious aid to success, 
In selecting ‘“‘ Charles 1."" as the vehicle for 
his reappearance he no doubt had in mind the 
conservation of his energies, but the title 


réle is one which affords him ample room 


for the display of the more subtle touches 
of his art. os 

It has been said of him that the note of 
genuine pathos was wanting in his aftistic 
gamut, but it would not be easy for one to 


‘point out in what particular chord of sound 


tonight he lacked. The second act of the 
drama calls for an exhibition of royal dig- 
nity, gentleness, and power. The scene with 
Cromwell plays upon the strings of all these 
qualities, and these the actor touched with 
master hand. He held the audience breath- 
less upon. his accents, which were, as they al- 
ways have been, marred at times by indis- 
tinct utterance. But the potency of the act- 
ing was felt by all the auditors, and the ap- 
plause at the close of the act was loud and 
long. 

There is room for questioning whether the 
actor’s reading of the last scene of ‘“ This 
sad, eventful tragedy,’’ is not better than 
that which seems most obvious. To represent 
King Charles as broken down and nearly 
prostrated by grief would be no difficult 
task, and it would easily gain for the actor 
the praise of those who ask for tears. But 
the text of the drama would barely justify 
such a reading. The mournful dignity of the 
monarch who has détermined to meet death 
as becomes a King Is infinitely more touching 
than any torrent of stage tears could ever be. 
There were many wet eyes in the house when 
th final curtain fell. | 

Miss Terry's acting of the Queen was sweet 
and womanly and tender, as it hasever been, 
and in the scene of the reproach with Crom- 


well it rose to heightsof force and eloquence. . 


Mr. Tyars, who is an old friend among the 
Lyceum actors, was a competent representa- 
tive of the rough and hardy Cromwell, sup- 
plying a most effective foil to the polishec 
courtesy of the unfortunate King. J. P. 


‘Barnes, who is no stranger to American 


audiences, was a most excellent interpreter 
of the réle of the faithful Marquis of Huntly, 
while Mr. A. Royston was acceptable, and 
no more, as Moray. | 

There was no serious demand on any other 
member of the company. But the production 
showed all those exeellences of stage man- 
agement which we have learned to admire in 
the Lyceum presentations in former years. 
The scenery was admirable, especially the 
lovely picture of Hampton court, by Hawes 
Craven. The music was suitable to the 
occasion, which cannot often be said of music 
provided for dramatic performances. 

On the whole the return of Sir Henry Irving 
and his associates (was warmly welcomed, 
and at the close of the performance the 
actor-manager was compelled to make. a 
speech voicing his thanks for the recept:‘on. 

Irving played “ King Charles I.’ during his 
first Américan tour in 1883, and it has not 
been presented in America since. In the 


first scene the King; although advised to get |: 
rid of Lord Moray, who is suspected of being. 


unfaithful, adheres to his friendship. 

In the second act Cromwell visits Charles 
in secret to make propositions regarding the 
surrender of certain rights. Charles refuses, 
and then it turns out that a plan has been 
made by Cromwell to carry off Charles if 
he refuses to meet his wishes. But the 
Queen has had an intimation of the plot, 
and has secured the services of ‘‘ The Loyal 
Gentlemen’ of the Temple,” and they are 
waiting in the next room. So when Crom- 
well tries to arrest Charles they rush in and 
form front of the monarch. 


In the next act are the final defeat and

An out- 
lawed noble, Andrea Strozzi, under protec- 
tion of Pope Julius, kills a merchant with 
whose daughter he himself and the Car- 
dinal’s brother are in love, and manages to 
cast suspicion on the brother. He deliberate- 
ly confesses the deed to the Cardinal under 
the seal of the confessional, and the motive 
of the play turns on the struggle of theprince 
of the ehurch between his duty as a priest 
and hie love for his brother. | 

Finally, in the last act, the murderer ina 
moment of carelessness taunts the Cardinal 
with the way in which he has managed to 
punish him and his for the refusal on the 
part of the maiden to espouse him, which he 
considers is due to the Cardinal's influence, 
and, being overheard by the chief magistrate

Willard-is great in the part of Giovanna de 
Medici, and his supporting company is excel- 
lent. Miss Ellen O'Malley, the maiden of 
Filiberta, is a most charming character, and 
the outlaw Strozzi, played by Sydney Law- 
rence, is a most accomplished noble villain. 
Claricia de Medici, the Cardinal's mother, is 
played by Miss Marie Linden with great skill, 
and Guidano, the younger brother, the part 
taken by A. 8S. Homewood, creates $ym- 
pathy for the handsome, dashing, but un- 
fortunate lover. | 

H. Cane made a great hit as Peter Ramsa, 
the abbot of the Benedictine Order of Sher- 
burne, England, and all the others were 
good not oniy in the reading of their lines, 
which are pleaging, but in the manner in 
which they carried themselves. | 

Although the motive is not by any means 
new, the play is a pleasing novelty as a 
whole, showing particularly as it does the 
great English actor in a part entirely differ- 
ent from those he has essayed so far. It will 
need considerable cutting and some quicken- 
ing of the action, but will no doubt be @ val- 
uable addition to Mr. Willard’s répertoire.

Mr. Clampitt says that the court was packed 
solely to convict. This is a gross insult to 
every member of the commission, and 1 am 
surprised to hear a statement so wholly un- 
true. The country has never. found fault 
with the commission for doing its duty, and 
it is a strange anomaly that the commission 
is said to have erred in the-case of the 
woman.”

President Roosevelt Appoints George E. 
Koester to Place Sought by 


Blalock. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—The President 
today appointed George E. Koester Collector 
of Internal Revenue for the District of South 
Carolina, to succeed W. L. Webster, de- 
ceased. 

The appointment was announced shortly 
before the departure of the President for 
New Haven this afternoon. With the ap- 
pointment the following statement was is-— 
sued: 

‘““Mr. Koester is a prominent gold Demo- 
crat and has been recommended for the 
position by a large number of influential 
business-men and representative citizens not 
only of South Carolina but of North Caro- 
lina and elsewhere.” 

The appointment of Mr. Koester termi- 
nates a controversy which began upon Mr. 
Roosevelt's *accesesion to the Presidency. 
Mr. Blalock, who has long been identified 
with the Republican party in South Caro- 
lina, at first was understood to be slated for 
this position, but the President later de- 
‘cided not to appoint him. Subsequently 
Senator McLaurin, whom the President con- 
sulted, suggested the name of Mr. Koester.

Both Address Mass-Meetings, the Tam- 
many Man in Brooklyn and the Other 
in Cooper Union—Reformer Refuses 
te Exter Joint Debate with His Op- 
ponent—Justice Jerome Doing Some 
Active. Campaigning for His Side— 
Women at Gatherings. 


New York, Oct. 21.—[Special.]—The Squire’s 
tame reformer went forth into the green 
fields of Brooklyn tonight to do what he 
might in the way of tolling more reformers 
into the Tammany corral, He talked for an, 
hour and three-quarters In the Claremont 
Avenue Rink to a part of his former flock, 
sometimes known as the Shepardites. 

Believing that his speech in Tamniany Hall 
had convinced the Squire’s more immediate 
tenantry of tHe certainty that ‘‘ Shepard’s 
all right,’’ Mr. Shepard came out before his 
former fellow-workers tonight, called them 
his old-time reform Democrat friends, said 
that he felt more at home with them than he 
had felt in some places he had been in recent- 
ly, and gven conveyed a suggestion that his 
watch rested easier in his pocket in the com- 
pany with which he then found himself. 


Vast Audience Hears Low.

Waco, Tex., Oct. 21.—One of the fiercest 
battles fought in: this sectidn since the 
Brann-Davis tragedy occurred this afternoon:

The principals in the tragedy were ex- 
Sheriff W. T. Harris and his son, W. T-. 
Harris Jr., on the one side, and Dr. J. G.

BID ON FRSY BLOGK 


TRUSTEES CONSIDERING AN OF- 
FER TO BUY FOR $800,000. | 


Landmark of Methodiem Likely to Be 
Replaced by an Office Block—If Saie 
Is Made Congregation Will Remove 
te Proposd Halt in Tremont House, 
Now Property of Northwestern Uni- 
versity—Corner the Original Home 
of the Deiomination in Chicago. 


Negotiations now under way are expected 
to result in the sale of the property of the 
First Methodist Church, at Clark and Wash- 
ington streets, and the removal of its congre- 
gation to the auditorium which is to be con- 
structed in the Tremont House, now the 
property of Northwestern University. An 
offer of $800,000 has been received by the 
Board of Trustees of the First Church and 
action will be taken on this offer when the 
board meets tomorrow. | 

Robert D. Sheppard, the business agent of 
Northwestern University, and James B. 
Hobbs, a trustee of both the university and 
the church, said yesterday they believed that 
the sale would be made and that the Tremont 
House would become the 
Methodism in the Northwest. 


Office Building to Replace It. 

The trustees of the church are bound to 
secrecy at the present time because the ne- 
gotiations are not yet complete and they re- 
fuse to tell what the property will be used 
for if it passes out of their hands. Neverthe- 
less it is understood that a large office build- 
ing will be erected there. 

The Board of Trustees of the First Church 
is made up of six members of the church, 
three members of Trinity Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, and three other men. Frequent- 
ly the Trinity and First Church members 
have disagreed over the conduct of the prop- 
erty. Several of the trustees are trustees 
also of Northwestern University, and it is 
thought that this fact may lead to harmony 
in the present project. . 

Dr. Sheppard long has desired to have a 
large auditorium constructed in the Tremont 
House when it is remodeled to accommodate 
the various schools for which it was pur- 
chased, and the action which the trustees of 
the church take will influence his plans in 
regard to the changes which are to be made 
in the building. It is the wish of the treas- 
urer of the univcrsity to have auditorium 


accommodate all demands. 


Old Landmark of Methodism. 

If the trustees of the church accept the 
offer which has been made and the scene 
of the church’s activities is removed to the 
Tremont House, one of the old landmarks 
of Methodism in Chicago will be destroyed. 
In 1829 the voice of .the first Methodist 
preacher in Chicago was heard. Seven years 
later, in 1886, the property of the First Church 
was obtained, and since then that church has 
been prominently identified with the growth 
of Methodism in Chicago. | 7 

The property was obtained for $1,100 in 
connection with the sale of the old canal 
lots, the transfer being partly in the nature 
of a grant from the State. 


Dr. Sheppard Expects Sale. 

When Dr. Sheppard was asked yesterday 
whether there was probability of the sale be- 
ing made he declared his belief that it 
would be. | | 

“The First Church has a fine business lo- 
cation,”’ he said, ‘‘and is worth $750.000. I 
know that, an offer has been made and I be- 
eve it will be accepted. When the property 
was purchased a partial grant was made by 
the State, and there may be some question as 
to the right of the trustees to sell, but as the 
Baptists, who got property under the same 
conditions immediately across the street, 
have sold theirs, I see no reason why the 
Methodists cannot take the same action.”’ 

Arthur Dixon, also one of the trustees of 
the church, said that the offer had been made 
and that the board would consider it tomor- 
row afternoon. 

“There are some who believe that site to 
be worth $1,000,000,"" said Mr. Dixon, ‘‘ and I 
do not know what action we shall take.”

SCHLEY ADMITS 


Says One Dispatch Was Re- 
ceived on May 22 Instead 
Day Following, 


COURT LAUGHS AT HANNA | 


Three Hours: Are Spent in the 
Cross-Examination of Lieu- 
tenant Wells. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Special.}— 
Lieutenant Wells, Rear Admiral Schley’s 
Flag Lieutenant during the Spanish war, oc- 
cupied the stand nearly all day at the court 
of inquiry. His testimony related to the re- 
ceipts of dispatches by Rear Admiral 
from the department. 

Although Lieutenant Wells was under 
cross-examination for nearly three hours, 
the Judge Advocate and his associates were 


received definite information from the de- 
partment as to the presence of the Spanish 
squadron in Santiago until after Rear Ad- 
miral Schley himself had ascertained this 
fact by seeing the Colon in the harbor and 
afterwards learning of the presence of the 
entire Spanish squadron. ~ 
It was admitted today by Rear Admiral: 
, that he did re- 


ceive a copy of the “‘ Dear Schiey "’ letter on 
May 22, whereas the Admiral! in a communi- 
cation to the Senate Naval Affairs committee 


Rear Admiral Schley’s admission was made 
while Mr. Hanna was conducting the cross- 
examination of Lieutenant Wells. 

Mr. Hanna exhibited to the witness a letter 
dated May 30, 1898, and written by Commo- 
dore Schley, which contained a reference to 
the dispatches that had been brought by the 
Dupont, and giving a general account of the 
operations of the flying squadron. ; 

He sought by this letter, as stated by him, 
to show that the No. 7 dispatch, known as 
the Dear Schley letter, was received on 
the 22d of May and not the 23d. The wit-
